Sir, — I have  the  honour  to  submit,  as  follows,  the  annual  report  of  the 
Steamboat  Inspection  Service,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1916. 


STAFF. 

Mr.  William  Laurie,  inspector  of  boilers  and  machinery,  at  Montreal, 
having  died  on  the  12th  November,  1914,  as  recorded  in  the  last  report,  the  posi- 
tion left  vacant  was  filled  by  the  appointment,  after  examination,  of  Mr.  John 
T.  Gardham,  by  Order  in  Council  dated  May  10,  1915. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Fontaine,  inspector  of  boilers  and  machinery,  at  Quebec,  resigned 
his  position  on  the  26th  April,  1915,  and  the  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  appoint- 
ment, after  examination,  of  Mr.  J.  A.  Samson,  by  Order  in  Council  dated 
November  3,  1915. 

I regret  to  report  the  death  of  Mr.  F.  F.  Pickard,  inspector  of  hulls  and 
equipment,  at  Victoria,  who  had  volunteered  for  active  service  and  was  on  his 
way  to  take  up  military  duties  in  Mesopotamia  under  orders  from  the  India 
Office.  Mr.  Pickard  was  a passenger  on  the  ss.  Persia,  and  went  down  with 
that  ship  when  she  was  torpedoed  on  December  30,  1915.  The  Steamship 
Inspection  Service  has  sustained  a severe  loss  through  Mr.  Pickard’s  death, 
he  having  proved,  during  the  short  period  he  held  office,  a most  efficient  inspector, 
and  having  gained  the  confidence  both  of  the  department  and  the  public. 

I have  also  to  report  that  Mr.  J.  M.  Martin,  tackle  inspector,  St.  John,  and 
Mr.  Ernest  Cay,  clerk  in  the  office  of  the  steamship  inspectors  at  Toronto  have 
enlisted  for  overseas  service.  Mr.  Martin’s  position  has  been  filled  temporarily 
by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Eugene  Dewey  Ring,  his  appointment  taking  effect 
on  the  21st-  December,  1915. 


APPLICATION  OF  NEW  LIFE-SAVING  APPLIANCES  RULES. 

The  above  rules,  which  were  approved  by  Order  in  Council  dated  November 
6,  1914,  came  into  force  on ^ the  1st  April,  1915.  The  application  of  these  rules 
has  proved  their  suitability  for  governing  life-saving  equipment  in  steamships, 
as  they  have  been  found  a considerable  improvement  over  the  rules  in  force 
prior  to  their  issue. 


BOARD  MEETINGS. 

During  the  year  various  Board  meetings  have  been  held  to  discuss  questions 
arising  out  of  the  administration  of  the  Steamboat  Inspection  Service,  these 
being  principally  in  connection  with  the  application  of  the  above  mentioned 
rules,  and  the  issuing  of  circulars  which  have  been  found  to  be  necessary  as  a 
consequence  of  their  application. 
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CASUALTIES. 


The  following  are  the  casualties  reported  from  the  several  divisions  during 
the  year  ending  March  31,  1916. 

/ 

Nova  Scotia  Division. 

On  May  26,  1915,  the  ss.  Morwenna,  of  Montreal,  left  Sydney  for  the 
United  Kingdom  with  a cargo  of  rails.  This  steamer  was  torpedoed  off  Cardiff, 
Wales,  one  sailor  being  killed. 

On  June  8,  the  ss.  A.  W.  Perry,  of  Halifax,  N.S.,  left  Boston  for  Halifax 
with  passengers  and  freight  struck  on  Chebucto  head,  Halifax,  in  fog,  and 
became  a total  loss.  No  lives  lost. 

On  June  25,  the  ss.  Cabot,  of  Montreal,  left  Charlottetown  for  Sydney  in 
ballast,  turned  over  off  East  point,  Prince  Edward  Island,  and  became  a total 
loss.  No  lives  lost. 

On  June  24,  the  ss.  Easington,  of  East  Hartlepool,  G.B.,  left  Sydney,  C.B., 
for  St.  John,  N.B.,  with  a cargo  of  coal,  and  has  not  since  been  heard  of.  Crew 
of  twenty  lost. 

On  June  24,  the  ss.  Kronprinz  Olav,  of  Sandjford,  left  Sydney,  C.B.,  with  a 
cargo  of  coal  for  Montreal,  Que.,  and  has  not  since  been  heard  of.  Crew  of 
twenty-three  lost. 

On  December  14,  the  ss.  Senlac,  of  St.  John,  N.B.,  was  burnt  in  North 
Sydney  at  2 a.m.,  becoming  a total  loss.  No  lives  lost. 

On  February  29,  1916,  the  ss.  Sindbad,  formerly  of  Montreal,  Que.,  sold  to 
parties  in  Great  Britain,  her  name  being  changed  to  Southport,  was  torpedoed 
in  the  English  Channel.  No  lives  lost. 


New  Brunswick  Division. 

On  February  4,  1916,  the  ss.  Victoria  was  burned  at  No.  2 wharf,  Milford, 
on  the  St.  John  River,  and  sank,  the  cause  of  the  fire  being  unknown. 

On  December  2,  1915,  the  dredge  Edmund  Hall  was  burned  at  Rocky  Point, 
Charlottetown  harbour,  and  sank,  the  cause  of  fire  being  unknown. 

Quebec  Division. 

On  May  18,  1915,  the  ss.  Christine  of  Quebec  was  sunk  off  Orleans  island 
by  colliding  with  another  craft.  Seven  lives  lost. 

On  October  13,  1915,  the  ss.  Lady  of  Gaspe  of  Quebec  while  on  her  way  from 
Montreal  to  Quebec  during  a dense  fog  ran  ashore  about  one  mile  below  the 
Quebec  bridge.  She  was  refloated  on  the  23rd  of  the  same  month  and  towed 
into  Quebec  harbour  where  she  sank  owing  to  failure  of  the  pumps  to  keep  her 
afloat.  The  ship  was  refloated  on  November  12,  1915,  and  has  since  been  raised 
and  dry  docked. 

On  January  18,  1916,  the  ss.  Pilot  of  Quebec  while  on  a voyage  from  Riviere- 
du-Loup‘  to  Tadoussac  was  caught  by  drifting  ice  and  carried  on  the  Red  Island 
reefs.  No  lives  lost. 

Sorel  Division. 

On  August  21,  1915,  the  ss.  De  Levis  came  into  collision  with  the  ss.  Sir 
Hugh  Allan  near  Point  a Citrouille  and  sank  in  25  feet  of  water.  The  steamer 
was  afterwards  raised  and  taken  to  the  government  shipyard  at  Sorel  for  repairs. 
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Montreal  Division. 

On  November  11,  1915,  the  ss.  Aileen  of  Kingston  left  Haileybury  for 
North  Timiskaming  with  a light  cargo  and  one  passenger.  She  failed  to  reach 
the  latter  port,  and  no  trace  of  the  steamer  was  found,  the  crew  of  three  and  the 
passenger  being  drowned. 


Kingston  Division. 

On  August  23,  1915,  the  ss.  Fnirmount  of  Montreal  stranded  at  some  point 
in  the  West  Indies.  No  lives  lost. 

On  December  18,  1915,  the  ss.  Northmount  of  Montreal  while  on  a voyage 
from  the  West  Indies  to  New  York,  foundered  about  100  miles  east  of  Newport 
News.  No  lives  lost. 

On  August  3,  1915,  the  ss.  Alexandra  of  Picton  stranded  on  the  north  shore 
of  lake  Ontario  during  a gale,  and  became  a total  loss.  No  lives  lost. 

On  October  7,  1915,  the  ss.  Rosemount  of  Montreal  while  on  a trip  between 
Fort  William  and  Montreal  grounded  off  Knapps  point,  east  of  Kingston.  The 
ship  was  afterwards  released  and  placed  in  dry  dock  for  repairs.  No  lives  lost. 

On  May  1,  1915,  the  ss.  Jeska  of  Kingston  while  on  a trip  from  Fairhaven 
to  Trenton  ran  aground  at  North  Port,  bay  of  Quinte,  sustaining  considerable 
damage  to  her  hull.  The  ship  was  afterwards  released  and  placed  in  dry  dock 
for  repairs.  No  lives  lost. 

On  September  26,  1915,  the  ss.  Arabian  of  Hamilton  was  driven  ashore  at 
Wilson,  N.Y..  on  lake  Ontario.  The  ship  was  afterwards  released  and  taken 
to  Buffalo,  N.Y.,  for  repairs.  No  lives  lost. 

On  June  3,  1915,  the  ss.  Haddington  of  Toronto  struck  rocks  on  the  north 
side  of  Red  Cloud.  The  ship  was  docked  and  extensive  repairs  made  to  her 
hull.  No  lives  lost. 

On  December  10,  1915,  the  ss.  Stormount  while  on  a trip  from  Chicoutimi 
to  Port  Hastings  off  the  Gaspe  Coast  had  the  cover  of  the  water  shut-off  valve 
on  the  port  boiler  blown  off.  After  repairs  had  been  made  the  vessel  proceeded 
on  her  voyage.  No  lives  lost. 


Toronto  Division. 

On  May  12,  1915,  the  ss.  New  Minko  was  partially  destroyed  by  fire  at 
Port  Carling,  Ont.  Cause  of  fire  unknown. 

On  May  13,  1915,  the  ss.  Valcartier  collided  with  the  United  States  steamer 

F . M.  Osborne  near  the  lower  end  of  lake  Huron.  The  F.  M . Osborne  sank,  and 
the  Valcartier  was  taken  to  Collingwood  for  repairs. 

On  June  13,  1915,  the  ss.  Evelyn  sprang  a leak  in  Georgian  bay,  near  Byng 
inlet,  and  foundered. 

On  July  12,  1915,  the  ss.  Neepawah  collided  with  the  United  States  steamer 
Choctaw  near  Presqu’ile,  lake  Huron.  The  Choctaw  sank  and  the  Neepawah  was 
taken  to  Kingston  for  repairs. 

On  August  4,  1915  the  ss.  Midland  Queen  was  sunk  by  a submarine  near 
Fastnet,  G.B.  Sometime  in  November,  1915,  the  ss.  Dunelm  of  Sunderland, 

G. B.,  was  lost  at  sea  somewhere  in  the  Atlantic  ocean. 

On  December  1915  the  ss.  Majestic  was  totally  destroyed  by  fire  at  Sarnia; 
cause  of  fire  unknown. 

On  February  27,  1916,  the  ss.  Empress  of  Fort  William  of  Newcastle,  G.B., 
struck  a mine  near  Dover,  G.B.,  and  foundered. 
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COLLINGWOOD  DIVISION. 

On  March  17,  1916,  the  ss.  City  of  Midland  was  burned  at  her  dock,  Colling- 
wood  harbour,  becoming  a total  loss.  Cause  of  fire  unknown.  No  lives  lost. 

On  August  30,  1915,  the  ss.  Henry  Pedwell  of  Owen  Sound  was  burned  at 
Wiarton  harbour.  No  lives  lost. 

On  September  17,  1915,  the  ss.  Cynthia  of  C'ollingwood  stranded  on  a reef 
off  Point  aux  Baril,  Georgian  bay,  and  broke  up.  No  lives  lost. 

On  December  13,  1915,  the  ss.  C.  M.  Bowman  of  Saugeen  and  Maud  L of 
Toronto  were  burned  while  lying  together  off  Vails  point,  Georgian  bay.  No 
lives  lost.

On  April  1,  1915,  the  tug  Kitsap  of  New  Westminster  caught  fire  when 
on  the  Fraser  river  above  New  Westminster,  and  became  a total  loss.  The  crew 
got  away  safely. 

On  August  29,  1915,  the  tug  Georgia  of  Vancouver,  when  proceeding 
from  Butedale  to  Gardner  canal,  caught  fire  in  the  galley  and  burned  to  the 
water’s  edge.  The  crew  landed  safely  without  injury. 

On  Friday  October  1,  1915,  at  3 a.m.  the  ss.  Capilano  of  Vancouver  foundered 
when  midway  between  Savary  island  and  cape  Mudge  after  striking  some  obstruc- 
tion, supposed  to  have  been  a floating  log. 

The  crew  landed  on  Savary  island  without  loss  of  life. 

On  Saturday  October  2,  1915,  the  ss.  Constance  of  Vancouver  bound  for 
Turnbull  cove  laden  with  supplies  for  a logging  camp,  and  having  in  tow  the 
gasolene  launch  Munro,  encountered  heavy  weather  and  foundered  at  4.30  a.m. 
off  Sechelt. 

There  were  6 men  on  the  tug  in  addition  to  the  crew  of  five;  also  seven  men 
in  the  launch  Munro,  all  of  whom  were  landed  safely  at  Sechelt. 

On  January  6,  1916,  the  fishing  steamer  Onward  Ho  registered  at  Hull,  Eng., 
left  Steveston,  B.C.,  for  the  fishing  banks  off  the  coast  of  Alaska;  she  was  last 
spoken  by  the  steamer  Alaska  on  18th  January,  since  which  time  no  further 
news  has  been  received  of  the  vessel. 

It  is  believed  that  the  Onward  Ho  foundered  at  sea  during  the  terrific 
weather  and  severe  cold  which  were  reported  at  that  time  by  incoming  vessels. 
There  were  thirty  seven  persons  on  board  the  steamer. 

On  March  7,  1916,  the  steamer  Camostun  of  Vancouver  stranded  on  the 
south  end  of  Digby  island,  in  a snowstorm,  when  proceeding  to  Prince  Rupert. 
Passengers  and  crew  were  landed  safely  without  loss  of  life.  The  Camosun  was 
afterwards  floated  and  brought  to  Vancouver  for  repairs. 
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Victoria  Division. 

On  September  13,  1915,  the  ss.  Daisy  grounded  on  a rock  in  Victoria  harbour 
on  a falling  tide,  afterwards  being  submerged.  The  vessel  was  salved  later,  and 
is  now  undergoing  repairs,  considerable  damage  having  been  done  to  the  vessel’s 
superstructure. 

W*  On  September  13,  1915,  the  ss.  Princess  Charlotte,  while  on  a voyage  from 
Seattle  to  Vancouver,  stranded  on  the  southern  entrance  of  Active  pass.  The 
vessel  backed  off  immediately,  and  on  examination  it  was  found  that  No.  4 tank 
was  leaking  slightly,  with  no  other  apparent  damage,  and  the  vessel  proceeded 
on  her  voyage.  Repairs  were  subsequently  carried  out  at  Esquimalt. 

On  October  1,  1915,  the  ss.  Capilano  foundered  about  5 miles  WSW.  of 
Harwood  island,  and  is  regarded  as  a total  loss.  All  hands  were  saved. 

On  October  9,  1915,  the  ss.  Otter,  while  on  a voyage  from  Victoira  to  Boat 
harbour,  stranded  on  Dot  rock  about  18  miles  from  Victoria,  afterwards  listing 
heavily,  submerging  her  decks  and  houses.  The  vessel  was  subsequently  salved 
and  brought  to  Victoria,  and  is  now  undergoing  extensive  repairs. 

On  October  30,  1915,  the  ss.  Leona,  while  on  a voyage  from  Britannia 
Beach  to  Tacoma,  foundered  in  the  gulf  of  Georgia,  seven  lives  being  lost. 

On  February  1,  1916,  the  ss.  Princess  Maquinna,  while  on  a voyage  from 
Alert  Bay  to  Vancouver,  struck  a point  of  rock  while  steaming  through  Seymour 
narrows,  Discovery  passage.  The  vessel  was  beached,  and  on  examination, 
it  was  found  that  only  minor  damage  was  incurred,  and  she  was  towed  off  and 
prodeeced  to  Vancouver.  The  vessel  was  docked  and  repaired  at  that  port. 

On  February  26,  1916,  the  C.G.S.  Quadra  when  entering  Nanaimo  harbour 
was  rammed  by  the  outward  bound  ss.  Charmer.  The  Quadra  was  struck  amid- 
ships on  the  starboard  side  and  shortly  afterwards  began  to  settle:  She  was 

taken  in  tow,  but  finally  settled  by  the  stern  and  sank.  The  Charmer  which  was 
only  very  slightly  damaged  above  the  water  line  forward,  proceeded  on  her 
voyage  to  Vancouver.  No  lives  were  lost. 

Attached  to  this  report  will  be  found  a statement  showing  the  total  number 
of  inspections  made,  fees  collected,  etc.;  the  various  tables  giving  particulars 
of  steamers  inspected,  not  inspected,  added  to  the  Dominion,  lost  or  broken  up; 
the  number  of  inspections  of  ships’  tackle  made;  and  lists  of  engineer  certificates 
issued.

J’ai  le  regret  de  signaler  la  mort  de  M.  F.  F.  Pickard,  inspecteur  des  coques 
et  equipements  a Victoria,  qui  s’etait  enrole  dans  l’annee  active,  et  qui  perdit 
la  vie  alors  qu’etant  passager  sur  la  vepeur  Persia,  ce  navire  fut  coule  par  une 
torpille  ennemie  le  30  decembre  1915.

Ce  vapeur  s’echoua  sur  la 
pointe  Chebucto,  Halifax,  par  temps  de  brume  et  fut  completement  perdu. 
Aucune  perte  de  vie. 

Le  25  juin,  le  vapeur  Cabot  de  Montreal,  quitta  Charlottetown,  sur  lest,  a 
destination  de  Sydney.  II  chavira  au  large  de  la  pointe  est,  I.-P.-E.,  et  fut. 
completement  perdu.  Aucune  perte  de  vie. 

Le  24  juin,  le  vapeur  Easington  de  East  Hartlepool,  G.-B.,  quitta  Sydney, 
C.-B.,  a destination  de  St-Jean,  N.-B.  II  emportait  une  cargaison  de  charbon. 
Depuis  on  n’en  a plus  entendu  parler.  Perte  totale  de  l’equipage  se  composant 
de  20  personnes. 

Le  24  juin,  le  vapeur  Kronprinz  Olav,  de  Sandjord,  quitta  Sydney  a destina- 
nation  de  Montreal,  P.Q.,  emportant  une  cargaison  de  charbon.,  Depuis  on 
n’en  a plus  entendu  parler.  Perte  totale  de  l’equipage  se  composant  de  23 
personnes. 

Le  14  decembre,  le  vapeur  Senlac  de  St-Jean,  N.-B.,  prit  feu  et  brula  comple- 
tement a Nord  Sydney  a 2 heures  du  matin.  Perte  totale  du  batiment.  Aucune 
perte  de  vie. 

Le  29  fevrier  1916,  le  vapeur  Sindbad  naguere  de  Montreal,  P.Q.,  qui  avait 
ete  vendu  a des  particuliers  de  la  Grande-Bretagne,  son  non  ayant  eti  change 
en  celui  de  Southport,  fut  torpille  dans  le  detroit  de  la  Manche.  Aucune  perte 
de  vie. 


Division  du  Nouveau-Brunswick. 

Le  4 fevrier  1916,  le  vapeur  Victoria  fut  detruit:  par  le  feu,  au  quai  No.  2 
de  Milford,  sur  la  riviere  St-Jean.

Le  18  mai  1915,  le  vapeur  Christine  de  Quebec,  coula  a pic  en  face  de  File 
d’Orleans,  apres  etre  entre  en  collision  avec  un  autre  batiment.  Sept  pertes  de 
vies. 

Le  13  octobre  1915,  le  vapeur  Lady  of  Gaspe  de  Quebec,  qui  se  rendait  de 
Montreal  a Quebec  s’echoua  par  temps  tres  brumeux  a un  mille  environ  en  aval 
du  pont  de  Quebec.  Ce  batiment  fut  renfloue  le  23  du  meme  mois  et  remorque 
dans  le  havre  de  Quebec,  oil  il  coula  de  nouveau,  les  pompes  qui  contribuaient 
a le  maintenir  a flot,  ayant  cesse  de  fonctionner  a la  suite  d’un  accident.

Le  29  aout.  1915,  le  remorqueur  Georgia  de  Vancouver,  -qui  se  rendait  de 
Butedale  au  canal  Gardner,  prit  feu  et  brula  jusqu’a  sa  ligne  de  flottaison, 
l’incendie  s’etant  declare  dans  sa  cuisine.  L’equipage  put  gagner  la  terre  sans 
avoir  eu  a souffrir  aucunement  de  l’incendie.

Le  26  fevrier  1916,  le  vapeur  Quadra  du  gouvernement  canadien  fut  aborde 
pendant  qu’il  entrait  dans  le  havre  de  Nanaimo,  par  le  vapeur  Charmer  qui  en 
sortait.  Le  Quadra  fut  frappe  en  son  milieu  sur  tribord  et  peu  apres,  il  commenga 
a donner  de  la  bande.  Il  fut  pris  en  remorque,  mais,  finalement,  il  commenga 
a disparaltre  par  l’arriere  et  coula  a pic.  Le  Charmer  qui  n’avait  etc  que  legere- 
ment  avarie  a son  avant  au-dessous  de  la  ligne  de  flottaison,  put  continuer  son 
voyage  et  atteindre  Vancouver.  Aucune  perte  de  vie.
